T # nataral for all Men when they are 
ftraitned with Fears or attual Infe- 

| licities, to run for ſuccour to what 
their Fancy or the next Opportunity 
preſents, as an Inſtrument of their Eaſe 
and Remedy. But that which diffitngnuiſhes 
ll Mer in theſe Caſes, is the Chorce of their 
SantFuary: For to rely nponthe Reeds of 
Egypt, or to ſnatch at rhe Bulraſbes of Ni- 
lus, may well become 4 drowning Man, whoſe 
Reaſon is ſo wholly imyaded and ſurprized 
by Fear, as to be uſeleſs to hims in” that 
| Confuſion : But he whoſe Condition ( als 
though it be ſad ) is ſtill under the Maſtery 
of Reaſon, and hath Time to deliberate, un- 
leſs he places his Hopes upon ſomething that 
8 likely tocure his Miſery, or at leaſt ro eaſe 
t, by making his Afﬀtiftion leſs, or his Pa- 
tence more, does deſerve that Miſery he 
fromns under, Stripes and remedileſs Miſe- 
es are theLot of Fools : But Affliftions that 
A 2 happer

happen to wiſe Men or good Men repreſent © 
izaced the Sadneſſes of Mortality, but they | 
become Monuments and Advantages of | 
their Piety and Wiſdom. 

In this meſt un-natural Wer, commenced 
againſt the greateſt Solemnities of Chriflis 
wity, and all that is called God, I have been 
put to it to run ſome-whither to Sanituary ; 
but whither, was ſo great a Queſtion, that 
had not Religion been my Guide, I had not 
known where to have fonna Reſt or Safety; 
when the King and the Laws, who by God 
and Man reſpettively are appointed the Pro- 
redtors of Innocence and Trath, had them- 
ſelves the greateſt need of a Protetor. Indi 
when in the Beginning of theſe Troubles I, 
haftened to His Majeity, the Caſe of theff 
Kijng and Hu good Subjefts was ſomething « 
like that of Iſaac, ready to be ſacrificed, the 
Wood was prepared, the Fire kindled, tht 
Kyife was life up, and the Hand was ftri- 
king ; that if we bad not been ſomething 
like Abraham too, and again#t Hope hulff F 
believed in Hope we had been as much with 
out Comfort, 4s we were in outward A 
pearance without Remedy. 

It was my Cuſtom long ſince to ſecure 
ſelf ag ain#t the Violences of Diſcontents

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4 : broad, a5 Gerſon did againſt temptations, 
1 F i» angulis & libellis, i» my Books and my 


Retirements - but now I was deprived of 
both them, and driven to a publick view 
and participation of thoſe Dangers and Mt- 
feries which threatned the Kzngdom and at- © 
fturbed the evenneſs of 'my former life. 1 
ws therefore conſtrained to amaſf together 
allthofe Arguments of hope and comfort, by 
which Men in the like condition were ſup- 
ported ; and amongſt all the great examples 
of trouble axd confidence, Freckoned KR 
David one ofthe biggeſt, and of greateſt 
ronſideration. For conſidering that he was 
« Kjng vexed with'a Civil War, his caſe 
had fo much of ours in it, that it was likely 
the Devotions he nſed might fit our turn, 
and bus comforts [uſt ain us. 

And indeed when' 1 came to look upon 
the Pſalter with 4' nearer obſervation, and 
an eye artigent to eſpy my. advantages and 
ol reredzes there depoſited, T found very many 

= 'rajers again#t the Enemies of the Kyng 
:1rf «nd Church, and the Miſeries of War. I 
found ſo many admirable Promiſes, ſo rare 
veriety of Expreſſions of the Mercies of 
Cod, ſo many conſolatory Hymns, the com-

Dangers, and Deaths, and Enemies, ſo ma- 


ay Miracles of Mercy and Salvation, thu + 
I began to be ſo confident as to believe there} 
could come no Afiittion great enough to! 
ſpend {o great « flock of Comfort as was laid 
up inthe Treaſure of the Pſalter : The Say-( 
ing of St. Paul was here verified, If Sin" 
[and Miſery] did abound, then did Gra) 
ſaper-abound.:. and as we believe of the! 
P affion of Chriſt, it was ſo great as tobe 
able to /atisfie for a Thouſand Worlds ; (0 
it is of the Comforts of David's Pſalms, 
they are more thaw (ufficient to repair al 
the Breaches of Mankind. But for the 
particular Occafion of creating Confidence; 
inus, that God will defend his Church and 
bis Anointed, and. all that truſt is him 
againſt all their Enemies, ( which was ow 
caſe, and contained in it all our needs forÞ 
the preſent) I found [o abundant Supply | 
that of 150 Pſalms, ſome whereof are 
Hiſtorical, meny Enchariſtical, many Pro- 
phetical, and the reſt Prayers for ſeverd 
Occaſions, 34 if them are expreſly made 
againſt God's and our Enemies, 11 exprefl 
for the Church, 4 for the Kjng ; that ts, 4 
third Part of the Pſalms relate particularh 
to the preſent Occaſion, beſide many C _

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| of reſperſion in the other, which if collefed 


in one, would of themſelves be great Argu- 
ments of hope to prevail in ſo good 4 _ 
This which experience taught me now, 1 
was promiſed before by a frequent Teſtimony 
of the Doftors of the Church, who give the 
Pſalter ſuch a Charatter as is due to the 
beſt and moſt uſeful Book in the whole 
world : viz. The moſt profitable of all Books, 
the Treaſury of holy Inflraftions, con- 
ſummationem- totius paginz Theologi- 
cx, the perfettion of As whole Scriptare ; 
fo the ordinary Glols calls it, arma ju- 
venum , parva Biblia, tribulatorum ſo- 


latia, the young mans An the little 
Bible , the comfort of the diſtreſſed ; [o 


ml others : to. be ſaid by all men upon all 


occaſions, is the counſel of the moſt devout 
amongſt them. But concerning the Pſalter 


L there are good words enough, and real obſer- 


vation of advantages in the ſeveral Pre- 
faces before the Commentaries upon the 
Pſalms, ſet forth by the Fathers and 


Writers of the firſt and middle Ages. I 
leave the particular enumeration of them 


to the learned Divines of our Church, to 


whom it is more proper : the ſumm of them

ctiam noftri, This Book alone of the 
Prophet David hath in it ſome Excellen- 
cies beyond all the Monuments of Learning © 
in any Library whatſoever, and « the © 
Store-houſe both of the Jewiſh and Chri- Þ 
{tian Relzgrop.. 7: 
. Bat that which pleaſes me mo us the 
fancy of S. Hilary, expounding the Pſals 
ter to be meant the Key of David, ſpoken | 
of by S. John i» bs Revelation : A4xd 
properly enough : for if we conſider how 
many Myſteries of Religion are opened to 
2s in the Pfalter, how many things con- 
cerning Chrift what clear vaticinations con- 
cerning hu Birth, his Prieſthood, his Kng- 
dom, his Death, the very Circumſtances 
£ of his Paſſion, his Reſurreftion, and al 
$S the degrees of his Exaltation, more clearly 
and explicitly recorded in the Pſalter tha 
zn all the old Prophets beſides, we may ea- 
fily believe that Chrift withthe Key of Da- 
vid in his hand, i nothing elſe but Chrift 
fully opened and manifeſted to us in the 
= Pſalms 
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3 Pſalms in the whole myſtery of our Redem- 
* /ti019, Omnes pene Plalmi Chriſti per-: 
7 fonam ſuſtinent, ſaith Tertullian, 4/- 


moſt all the Pſalms repreſent the Perſon 


* of Chriſt.” Nowthis Key of David opens 
* not only the Kingdom of Grace, by'revela- 
® tion of the Myſteries of our Religion, but 
* the Kingdom of Heaven too ; it being ſuch 
3 « Coleftion of Prayers, Encharift, atts of 
* Hope, of Love, of Patience, and all other 
= Chriſtian vertues, that as the everlaſting: 
| Kingdom u given to the Heir of the Houſe 
| of David, ſo the: honour of opening that 
= Kingdom is given to the firſt Prince of that 
= Family; the Pſalms of his Father David 
| are one of the beſt inlets into the Kingdom 
s of the Son. "Something to this purpoſe is 
| that Saying of one of the old Doftors, Vox 
© Plalmodiz fi reto corde dirigatur, in 
| tantum omnipotenti Deo aditum ad ani= 
mum aperit, ut intentz 2nimz vel pro- 
{ phetiz myſteria vel compunQionis ſpi- 

| ritum infundat : The. ſaying or ſinging of 

| Pſalms opens a way ſo wide for God 10 enter 


mto the heart, that 4 devout ſoul dves uſu= 


| aly from ſuch an imployment receive tha. 


grace of compunttion and contrition, or of 
under ſtanding Prophecies. - 9

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Upon ſuch premiſes as theſe, or better, 
the Church of God in all Ages hath made 
David's P/alter the greateſt part of ber pub- 
lick and private Devotions; ſometimes divi- 
ding the Pſalter into' ſever parts,that every 
Weeks devotion might ſpend it all. 

Sometimes decreeing that it ſhould be 
ſaid Day and Night. Otherwhile injoining 
the recitation of the whole Pſalter before 
the celebration of the Blefjed Sacrament ; 
and after ſome time it was made the publitk 
office of the Church. | 

It was the general uſe of Chriſtendom to 
ſay the Pſalms Antiphonatim, by way of 
Verſe and Anſwer, faith Sutdas ; and [o 
axcient, that the Religious of S. Mark in 
Alexandria »ſed it, ſaith Philo the Jew, 
and S, Ignatius, or elſe Flavianus, nd 
Diodorus brought it firſt into the Church 
of Antioch. 

And for the private Devotions, that 
they chiefly conſiſted of the Pſalms, we 
have great probability from the ſtrict re- 
quiring it of the Clergy, and particularly | 
from them who came to be ordained, great | 
r:adineſs of ſaying the Pſ[alter by beart. 
It nas S, Hiexrom's connſel to Ruſiicus : 
and when S, Gregory was 10 ordain the 

fo Biſbop 
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Biſhop of Ancona, his inquiry concerning 
his Canonical ſufficiency was, if he conld 
{ay David's Pſalms without book, and for 
« diſability of doing it, John the Prieſt 
was rejected from the Biſhoprick of Ra- 


venna. But this I conceive more relates 


| to their private than to their publick de- 


votions : for 1 cannot think but that in 
reſpet# of the publick Liturgy, it was enough 


for Biſhops and Prieſts to read the Pſalms; 


the requiring ability to remember them 
was to engage them to a frequent uſe of 


ſo admirable Devotions in their private 


offices, 
But the Pſalms were not only of uſe to 
the Church, as they lay in their own po- 


ſition and form, but the devout men of ſe- 


veral Ages drew them into Collets, Anti 


phonaries, Refponſories, and all other parts 


of their Devotions. They made their pray- 
ers out of the Pſalms ; their Confeſſions, 
their Doxologies , their Ejaculations for 
the moſt part were clauſes or periods of the 
P/alter. S. Hierome made 4 Colleftion 
of choice Verſicles, and put them together 
into their ſeveral Claſſes, and that wes 
much of his Devotion ; the Colleftion ts 


fill extant under the Name of S. Hie- 


 rom's 
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rem's Pſalter. S. Athanaſius made ar 
Index of the ſeveral Occaſions and Mat- 
ters of Prayer and Enchari#, and' fitted 
P/alms to each particular, that was his De- 
votion ; the Pſalms entire as they lay, only 
he made titles of his own. T have ſeen 
of later time 4 ſhort Hymn of ſome eight 
Verſes, which are indeed choice Sentences 
out of ſeveral Pfalms ſet together to make 
a Compenaium of Liturgy or Breviary of 
our Neceſſity and ' Dewotions, colleffed by 
S, Beroardine : it 7s 4 very good Copy to 
be followed, But if we look into the old 
Liturgies of the Eaftern and Weſtern 
Churches, and where we will almoſt into the 
private Devotions of the old Writers, we 
may ſay of them in the expreſſion of the 
Prophet , Hauriebant aquas & fontibus 
Salvatoris, they drew their waters from the 
fountains of our bleſſed Saviour, but through 
the Limbecks of David. 

_ Bat the pradtice of this Devotion Þ de- 
rived from- a higher precedent , even of 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles : for before the 
Paſſion immediately they ſung a Pſalm, 
faith the Scripture : - Hymno dio, 
ſaith the vulgar Latine, having: recited 
"Or ſaid « Pſalm. But however; it was

called it , beginning at the-113 Pſalm, 


# to the 119 excluſively, part - of that was. 


ſing. But this Devotion continued with 


k our bleſſed Saviour as long as breath was: 

| in him, for when he- was upon the Croſs, 
| he recited the 22 Pſalm ad verbum; 
| ſaith the Tradition of the: Church, and 
| that he began it, ſaith the Scripture, My + 


God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken 
me? The whole Pſalm is rather « Ht- 


| ſtory than: a prediftion of the Paſſion ; 
| and what Tertullian ſaith of the whole 


Pſalter, is particularly verified of this, 


| Filum ad Patrem, 1d eſt,, Chriſtum-ad 
{ Deum verba facientem reprzſentat, zc 
| repreſents the Sons addreſs to his Father, 
| that is, Chriſt ſpeaking to God. Againſt 


the example of Chriſt if we confront the 
praftice of Antichriſt, nothing can be ſaid 
greater in commendation of this manner of 
Devotion : for B. Hippolytus, in his Ora- 
tion of the end of the World, ſaith, that 


| in the days of Antichriſt, Plalmorum de- 


cantatio celſabit, they ſball then no more 
uſe the ſinging or ſaying of Pſalms; which 


when I had obſerved, without any fur- 


ther 
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ther deliberation I fixed upon the Pſalter as 
the beſt weapon againſt him,whoſe coming we 
have great reaſon to believe is not far of, 
ſo great preparation is making for him. 


From the example of Chriſt this grew to | 


be « prattice Ipoſtolical, and their Devo- 
tion came exattly home to the likeneſs of the 
defien of this very Book: they turned the 
Pſalms into Prayers. 

Thus it was ſaid of Paul and Silas, 
Act 16. They prayed a Pſalm, /o #t is 
in the Greek; and we have a Copy left 
us of one of the Prayers or Colletts which 
they made out of the bowels of the ſecond 
Pſalm ; it « in the fourth Chapter of the 
AQts, beginning at the 24. Verſe, and ends 
at the 31. And now I have ſhown you the 
ree/ons of my choice, and the Precedents 
that I have followed. This laſt comes home 
to every circumſtance of my Book. I only 
aad this, That ſince according to the in- 
ſtruftion of our bleſſed Saviour, God us to 
be worſhipped in Spirit and in truth ; no 
worſhipping can be more true or more ſpiri- 
tual than the P[alter, [aid with a pure Mind 
and «4 hearty Devotion. For David was 
God s Inſtrument tothe Church teaching and 
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in P/alms and Hymss and ſpiritual Songs ; 
and the Spirit of Truth was the grand Di- 
Hator of what David wrote : þ; that we 
may confidently uſe this Devotion as the 
Church of God ever did, making her «d- 
dreſſes to: God moſt frequently by the 
Palms : -ſo Prudentius reports the guiſe of 
Chriſtendom.

The Prayers which I have collefted ont of 
the Pſalms, are nothing elſe but the matter 
of the Pſalms put into another Mood, and 
fitted to the neceſſities of Chriſtendom, and 
of our ſelves in particular, according to the 
firſt deſignation or ſecondary intention of 
the bleſſed Spirit : for the uſe of them could 
wot expire in the perſon of David, though 
firſt occaſioned (many of them) by his per- 
ſonal Neceſſities : for all Scripture was 
written for our Learning, upon whom the 
ends of the World are come, (ſaith the 4- 
Poſtle :) and Chrift, and bis Apoſtles, and 
the Church of all Ages, hath taught us by 
his Example and Precepts, that the purpoſes 
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of the Holz Ghoſt - were of great extent,: 
and the profits univerſal both for times 
and occaſions; ſo-alſo were the Prayers 
which the Charch made _ the Pſalms, 
and [ung them in her pablick Offices. Saint 
Auſtin found great Advantages by ſuch 
Devotions, as himſelf witneſſes; Cum 
reminiſcor lachrymas meas quas fudi 
ad cantus Eccleſiz in primordiis recu- 
peratz fidei mex, magnam 1nſtituti hu- 
jus utilitatem agnoſco, When I call. to 
mind. the many tears I ſhed when I heard 
the Hymns and Pſalms of the Church, I 
cannot but acknowledge the great benefit of 
this inſtitution. | 

And yet befides the ſpiritual ſenfe of an 
aftual Devotion, which is ſooner had in 
this uſe of the Pſalms than of other Pray- 
ers, I have had a Meditation that this 
manner of Devotion might-be a good Sym- 
bol and inſtrument of Communion between 
Chriſtians of a different perſw.fion : For 
if we would communicate in the ſame pri- 
wvate Devotions, at were 4 great degree of 
Peace and Charity: © The Nicene F athers 
in their zeal againſt Hereſoe, forbad their 
people to be preſent at. the Prayers .of | Hee 
reticks : and they had great reaſon , ſo 
ong 
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long as they derived their Hereſie into 
their Liturgy, into their very Forms of 
Baptiſm. But I am much ſcandalized, 
when I ſee a man refuſe to communicate 
with me in my Prayers, even ſuch as are 
in his own Breviary or Manual. For me- 
thinks it is ſtrange that the Lord's Prayer 
it ſelf ſhould be unhallowed in the mouth 


| of a Proteflant, and yet the whole office 
from the mouth of one of their Prieſts, 
| though never ſo wicked, though a Necra- 
| mancer, a ſecret Jew, or any thing, ſo of 
their Communion”, ſhall loſe no tittle of 


its ſanitity and value. Yo long as no- 


| thing of controverfie is brought into our

fHce inthe caſe of Herefie as in the caſe of 


Drunkenneſ, becauſe Hereſie is as much 
haraer to be judged as the Soul is more in- 
viſtole than the Body ; eſpecially if we make 
Fereſie to be anerrour, not in the great 
Articles of Faith only, but to confiit in mi- 
utes alſo: as all they do who refuſe to 
communicate with perſons diſagreeing even 
in the (malle#t Article. 

But he that is ready to joyn with all the

and pious, gimes great probation that he 
hath at leaſ> animum Catholicum\, no

table nothing at all, This therefore 1s the 
bet and ſureit way, becauſe we are all apt 
to be deceived, tobe ſincere in our diſqui- 
ſitions, modeſt in our determinations, cha- 
ritable in our cenſures, and apt to commu- 
nicate in things of evident Truth and con- 
feſſed Holineſs. And ſuch is this Devotion, 
the whole matter whereof is the Pſalms of 
David, and the Prayers [ymbolical, and 
alike in ſubſtance, and of the ſame expreſ- 


fron throughout, where it is pot altered by 


urcumſt ances. 
So that I thought I might not impru- 
dently intend this Book as an. Inſtrument 


_ of publick Charity to Chriftiens of diffe- 


rent Confeſſions. For 1. ſee that all ſorts

conſequence might be (if men pleaſe) the 
: advancement of an univerſal Communion: 
For in that which is meſt #oncerning, and 
is the beſt preſerver of Charity, 'I mean 
prattical Devotion 'and atfive Piety, the 
Differences of Chriſtendom are not fo great 
and many, to make aneternal diſunion and 
frattnre ; and if we -inflance'in Prayery 
there is none at all abroad ('fome4ndeed we 
have commenced at home) but in the great 
diviſions of Chriſtendom none at all,but con» 
erning the objett.of- our Prayers and Ado- 
rations, For the Socinianſbuts upthe Holy 
Ghoſt fromnhis Litanies, and places the Son 
of God in a lower. form of Addreſs. But 
concerning him, I muſt ſay as S. Paul ſaid 
of the unbelievers, What have I to do witÞ 
them chat are without ? 

For this wery thing, that they disbelteve 
#he Article of the holy Trinity, they make 
themſelves untapable of the communion-of 
other Chriſtian people of the Nicene Faith, 


and 


ind we cannot ſo much as joyn with them 
in good Prayers, becauſe we are not agreed 
concerning the Perſons to whom our Devo- 
tions muſt be adareſſed; and Chriſtendom 
never did [o lightly eſteem the Article of the 
t holy Trinity, 45 not foglory in it, and con- 
| feſs at publickly, apd expreſs it in all our 
| offices, The Holy Ghoſt together with the 
Father and the Sow muſt be worſhipped and 
glorified.

But fince all Chriſtians of any publick 
Confeſſions and Government, that ts, all par- 
ticular and national Churches, agree in the 
matter of Prayers and thegreas Objett,God 
in the Myſtery of the Trinity,if the Church 
of Rome would make her Addreſſes to God 
only, through" \Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, and 
leave the Saints in the Calendar, without 
drawing them into her Offices (which they 
might do without any prejudice to the ſuits 
they ack, unleſs Chriſt's interceſſion without 
their conjuntture were imper felt) that we 
might all once pray together, we might hope 
for the Bleſſings of Peace and Charity to be 
upon 1s all, I am ſure they that have com- 
menged this Way againſt the Kjng and the 
Church, firſt fell out with our Liturgy, and 
refuſed to joyn with us in our "9 "of

have therefore 4 ftrong perſwaſion, that if 


we were joyned in our Prayers, we ſhould 
quickly be united in Aﬀettions : and tothis 
purpoſe I have ſome reaſon to believe this 
Pſalter may do good ſervice. 

For T have ſeen an Eſſay of this Defign 
made by that prudent and pious Moderator 
of Controverſies, George Caſſander, who 
aid much for the Peace of Chriſtendom. 
When diſagreeing Intereſts and Opinions 
made the great Schiſm in the Weſtern 
Churches; he puts forth Devotions, and 
with them Collets to each Pſalm.
